Teenager was hiding under a truck to get to UK to seek asylum 

KILLED TRYING 
TO ESCAPE ISIS

A TEENAGE migrant desperate to 
flee to the UK to escape a horrifying 
terrorist group was crushed by a 
lorry he had secretly hidden under. 

Mohammed Hassan feared his family 
would be killed by extremist group ISIS 
as the radicals edged closer to his Iraqi 
home, Oxford Coroner’s Court heard. 

The 17-year-old managed to illegally 
enter the country but died when the 
HGV he was clinging to reversed and 
killed him in Banbury on April 1 last 
year. 

Speaking after an inquest on July 5, 
his uncle Shamal Silah raised concerns 
about the UK immigration system, 
claiming agencies must do more to sup¬ 
port persecuted young people fleeing. 

He added: “His mother is still crying 
and she is very bad. He was 17, it’s very 
hard to forget.” 

Mohammed hid plans to flee to the UK 
from his parents, instead telling them 
he was spending a week in Turkey 

He believed the only way he could 
save his family from persecution was by 
claiming asylum in the UK and bring¬ 
ing his family to join him. 

The teenager travelled to Dunkirk, 
northern France, with hopes of cross¬ 
ing the border, after making his way 
through Greece and Germany 

He was uncovered hiding in a lorry 
with five others and detained by the UK 
Border Force for four hours before be¬ 
ing handed over to French authorities 
on March 28. 

Three days later, he clung on to the 
axle of the HGV for three hours as 
driver Cristian Turda made his way to 
Beaumont Road-based automotive sup¬ 
plier Magna to deliver car parts from 
Romania. 

The driver stopped outside the wrong 
entrance to the site, putting his haz¬ 
ard lights on and checking his mirrors 
before reversing, Mr Turda told the 
inquest in a statement. But he felt a 
‘bump’, rushing out to find Mohammed 
lying in front of the vehicle. 

Mohammed was pronounced dead at 
the scene, with consultant pathologist 
Professor Ian Roberts disclosing he died 
of ‘severe crush injuries’. 

Collision investigator Gary Baldwin 
told the inquest the space on top of 
the axle would have been ‘incredibly 
cramped and very uncomfortable’ in 
near freezing temperatures. 

He added: “I can’t think of a more dif¬ 
ficult thing to do.” 


Lorry tragedy: Mohammed Hussain 

Recording a narrative conclusion, 
Oxfordshire coroner Darren Salter 
said Mohammed was not detected by 
border control officers as the lorry 
travelled through checks in France, 
including the UK control zone, as well 
as at Dover. He said Mohammed was 
‘probably’ trying to free himself from 
the lorry or may have fallen before he 
was run over and killed accidentally. 

The coroner intends to issue a report 
to Home Office ministers, highlight¬ 
ing more training and guidance needs 
to be given to border agencies dealing 
with ‘unaccompanied minors’.

A PR company director aban¬ 
doned his dignity in favour of 
dazzling digits in June in a bid 
to raise cash for Oxford Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital. 

Malcolm Hay, 44, spent some time 
considering the best way to sup¬ 
port the hospital before resolving to 
raise £500 in a month ‘by making a 
complete fool of myself’. 

Throughout the month the father- 
of-one sported a glittering array 
of stick-on vinyl nail wraps ‘bor¬ 
rowed’ from his wife Carolyn. 

Mr Hay, of Middleton Cheney, 
said: “I was looking to do something 
for charity with little thought for 
the consequences. 

“The wraps come in different pat¬ 
terns. A couple of people donated 
for me to wear rainbows and little 
pink unicorns, and then I had [Dis¬ 
ney film] Frozen nails. 

“To be honest, I was quite sur¬ 
prised people were accepting and 
I didn’t get any kind of abuse. I’m 
just relieved it’s all over.” 

The hardest to wear, he said, was 
a set of ‘really fancy’ gold vinyl 
wraps, while eye-catching multicol¬ 
oured designs were a firm favourite 
by the end of June. 

Amused and admiring acquaint¬ 
ances pitched in to help Mr Hay, who 
works for OnCue Communications, 
reach his fundraising target for the 
hospital in Headington, where more 
than 30,000 poorly youngsters are 
treated each year. 

He said: “I have a friend whose son

is having treatment in the cancer 
ward at the moment and I wanted to 
do something for them. 

“To be honest I didn’t have any ex¬ 
pectations but wanted to get above 
£500; if I can get above £600 now 


that’s great. This would be a great 
variation on Movember and a few 
people have expressed interest in it 
next year. 

“People have suggested a month 
in high heels but I’m not too keen; 


I might knock the cross-dressing 
thing on the head and stick to the 
nails.” 

So far Mr Hay’s charity challenge 
has raised £530 for the hospital 
through ORH Charitable Funds, the 


charity arm of Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust. 

This year the hospital is marking 
its 10th anniversary 

Charitable funds spokesman Jo¬ 
seph Baker said: “It’s always in¬ 
spiring when members of the com¬ 
munity want to help support our 
very special hospital with fun and 
unique ideas. 

“After speaking with Mai about his 
plan to support the 10th Anniver¬ 
sary Appeal, I knew that he would 
be an excellent fundraiser and raise 
money with a comical twist. 

“To raise more than £500 for the 
Oxford Children’s Hospital is fan¬ 
tastic and will help make our young¬ 
est patients and their families time 
in hospital that little bit easier.”

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Dog attacks 
on posties 
still ‘too high’ 


New social group for older 
people open for business 


POSHES in Oxfordshire still have 
reason to beware of the dog as it 
emerged that 36 postal workers in 
the county were attacked by 
household pets in the 2016/17 
financial year. 

According to Royal Mail this is a 
reduction of 20 per cent on the 
previous 12 months, but the 
company said nationally the number 
of attacks is still ‘too high’. 

The figures were revealed as part 
of the fifth annual Dog Awareness 
Week, which aims to highlight the 
issue and encourage responsible 
dog ownership. 

According to Royal Mail, last year a 
total of 2,471 attacks took place 
across the UK, a drop of seven per 
cent on the previous year. 

Over the past five years this rises 
to 14,500 attacks, with 174 in the OX 
postcode area. Of these 71 per cent 
took place at the front door or in the 
front garden. 

Liz Law, Royal Mail operations 
director, said: “Some of these 
attacks have led to extremely 
serious and life-changing injuries 
and this is unacceptable. 

“While the number of dog attacks 
on postmen and women has fallen 
across the UK in the last year, the 
numbers are still far too high. Our 
postmen and women need to be able 
to deliver the service they provide to 
communities, without the risk of 
injury. We ask all dog owners to keep 
their pets under control.”

Residents to 
have say on 
homes plans 

A SIX-WEEK consultation on 
proposals for 4,400 homes north 
of Oxford will be launched with a 
series of public events. 

Cherwell District Council has put 
forward its development sites to 
contribute to Oxford city’s unmet 
housing need. 

The local plan partial review 
revealed that 3,900 of those homes 
should be built on Green Belt land 
north of the city. 

It includes a 1,950-home 
community near Begbroke. 

Six public exhibitions will be 
held across the county from next 
week to give residents the chance 
to quiz council officers and submit 
their feedback. 

Cherwell’s board member for 
planning, Colin Clarke, said: “Due 
to a lack of development sites and 
boundary constraints, Oxford City 
Council is unable to fully meet its 
housing needs. 

“A total of 147 potential sites 
have been put forward for 
consideration in Cherwell to 
accommodate our share of this 
shortfall.” 

The first event will take place 
at Shipton-on-Cherwell village 
hall on Wednesday followed by 
exhibitions at Yarnton Village Hall 
- July 21, Woodstock Community 
Centre - July 27, Cutteslowe 
Pavilion - August 1, Begbroke 
Village Hall - August 2 and Exeter 
Hall, Kidlington - August 17. 

All run from 4-8pm, apart the 
Cutteslowe event which is 3.30- 
7.30pm. 


A CHARITY concert featuring a 
dynamic lineup of West End classics 
saw the start of a new year of 
fundraising for Banbury Rotary Club.

After more than 40 
years on air, radio 
Horton still calling

ON July 7, 1974, patients at 
Banbury’s hospital pricked 
up their ears as a single im¬ 
mortal line, ‘This is radio 
Horton calling’, was broad¬ 
cast across the wards. 

And 43 years later the station 
is still not short of surprises, 
showering visitors with gifts 
and hosting a lively weekend 
of events and entertainment to 
mark its birthday 

From the studio, patients’ ears 
were treated to a range of spe¬ 
cial programmes featuring UK 
chart-toppers from July 7 over 
the decades, a history of the 
station and a discussion hosted 
by Horton radio stalwarts John 
and Maria Mayo looking back to 
the 1960s. 

The station’s Kidz Club pro¬ 
gramme, hosted by Victoria 
Walton, also awarded two 
youngsters with family vouch¬ 
ers gifted by the Rugrats and 
Halfpints indoor play area. 

Over the course of the week¬ 
end Radio Horton volunteers 
were out in force at the Wil¬ 
liam Morris Primary School 
summer fair, speaking to and 


entertaining the public. In ad¬ 
dition to this, a team from the 
station also attended Bodfest at 
Banbury Rugby Club, the Three 
Spires Challenge at Adder- 
bury’s Lucy Plackett field and 
the annual Broughton Cycling 
Sporting held in the grounds of 
Broughton Castle, helping raise 
vital funds for the station and 
spreading the word. 

Radio Horton committee mem¬ 
ber Bob Dainty said: “A lot more 
goes into the events behind the 
scenes in terms of organisation 
and logistics, especially during 
a weekend where we have simul¬ 
taneous events. 

“Tasks include maintain¬ 


ing and preparing the outside 
broadcast vehicle, its various 
equipment and that we have 
suitable playlists to cater for the 
audiences of each individual 
event. 

“We also have to ensure we 
have enough volunteers in place 
to cover these events, and we are 
grateful to the various organis¬ 
ers for inviting us and making 
us feel welcome.” 

Radio Horton has more events 
lined up over the summer and 
is also seeking new faces to join 
the team as volunteers over the 
coming year.

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Dealer threw drugs 
in a garden as he 
tried to flee police

A DRUG dealing addict threw 
more than £1,000 worth of 
cannabis into a garden dur¬ 
ing a desperate attempt to flee 
police, a court heard. 

Merban Hussain of Padbury 
Drive, Banbury, was caught after 
his short-lived bid for freedom 
ended with him falling flat on the 
floor. 

Oxford Crown Court heard on 
Thursday how the 27 year old had 
been in Middleton Road, Ban¬ 
bury, on the afternoon of August 
9 when a police car passed him by 

Eagle-eyed officers noticed 
him acting strangely, prosecutor 
Cathy Oliver said, and decided to 
investigate. 

She told the court: “It was about 
1.30pm when they saw Mr Hus¬ 
sain. 

“He was standing by the road 
and the officer with his trained 
eye thought he looked concerned 
to see the police car. 

“He was stopped. He smelled of 
cannabis. He ran off and there 


was a chase and he jumped over 
a member of the public who was 
trying to detain him. 

“Eventually he fell over.” 

On his arrest police found two 
large bags of cannabis which he 
hurled into a garden nearby 

When police examined the con¬ 
tents they found 111.49g of skunk 
- a potent form of cannabis - 
which officers said had an indi¬ 
vidual street value of £950 but if 
sold in £10 bags could be worth as 
much as £1,400. 

Hussain at first denied having 
the drugs and Ms Oliver added: 
“Mr Hussain said the cannabis 
would have been put there by the 
police. 

“He also made allegations that 
the police had been racist and 
they had only arrested him be¬ 
cause of his race.” 

On June 9 Hussain nonetheless 
pleaded guilty to one count of 
possession with intent to supply 
the class B drug. Colin McCarra- 
her, defending, said his client, 
a former taxi call handler, had 
been a long-standing drug addict 
and was only dealing to fund his 
addiction. 

He said: “He is trying to help 


himself and has made some 
serious steps to stop using can¬ 
nabis. 

“He has already started work¬ 
ing on that and says he doesn’t 
smoke cannabis anymore.” 

Sentencing Hussain, Recorder 
Rhonda Campbell said he was 
an ‘intelligent’ and ‘insightful’ 
man. 

She added: “That makes this all 
the more disappointing that you 
find yourself here. That canna¬ 
bis was not a small amount, not 
at all. 

“Cannabis is an insidious drug 
and I can see that you have per¬ 
sonal experience of it and you 
will be aware of its addictive na¬ 
ture. 

“It causes real damage and 
danger to a large number of peo¬ 
ple. Your role was a significant 
one, you were in it for financial 
gain.” 

Hussain was handed a seven 
month prison sentence suspend¬ 
ed for two years. 

He must also complete 30 days 
of a rehabilitation requirement 
as well as 150 hours of unpaid 
work.

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‘I got my life back the minute 
I had that kidney transplant’

ORGAN donors have saved the 
lives of more than 500 people in 
Oxfordshire. 

In new figures released today by 
NHS Blood and Transplant, 528 peo¬ 
ple are alive thanks to the generos¬ 
ity of others. 

Sam Rose is one of those people. 
She underwent a kidney transplant 
when she was a teenager after being 
diagnosed with chronic renal fail¬ 
ure in 1994. 

For months, she was on dialysis 
known as CAPD, which involved 
having a tube inserted into her ab¬ 
domen. 

Following the successful trans¬ 
plant in 1995, Ms Rose, who lives 
near Banbury, has gone on to make 
the most of life, marvelling at crea¬ 
tures in the Great Barrier Reef, rid¬ 
ing ex-racehorses and even having a 
spell as a cowgirl in Australia. 

The 35-year-old lawyer added: 
“The transplant completely trans¬ 
formed my life in so many different 
ways. 

“You are given the freedom to live 
your life without having to worry 
where there is a safe and clean place 
to do your dialysis. 

“I have been exceptionally lucky 
that it keeps working very well and 



it has had the most enormous affect 
on my life really. 

“I had the opportunity to write a 
thank-you letter to the donor’s fam¬ 
ily but I cannot express the full ex¬ 
tent of my gratitude.” 

Now an advocate of organ dona¬ 
tion, Ms Rose has previously backed 
the Oxford Mail’s Sign up and Save 
a Life organ donation campaign 
after five people from Oxfordshire 
died in 2015 before receiving the 
transplant they needed. 

Ms Rose added: “I got my life back 


the minute I had that transplant. 

“I cannot thank the families 
enough who make the courageous 
decision to donate their loved ones’ 
organs.” 

The NHS Blood and Transplant’s 
annual Transplant Activity Report 
also shows there are now 307,946 
Oxfordshire residents who have 
registered as organ donors, 28 per 
cent more than five years ago. 

But despite the rising figures 
there are still around three people 
in need of a transplant who die eve¬ 


ryday nationally 

Ian Biggs, who lives in Abingdon, 
said the two small bowel trans¬ 
plants his son Luke Biggs received 
meant he could live a normal child¬ 
hood. 

The teenager who laughed his way 
through life succumbed to compli¬ 
cations from bowel disease in Janu¬ 
ary 2016 age 18. 

But his dad added: “We had a 
smashing time with him, real qual¬ 
ity time. 

“And although his loss is unbear¬ 



able for us all by having those bril¬ 
liant memories and time with him it 
slowly becomes more bearable. 

“When he had his first transplant 
at eight years old, afterwards you 
would think he was just a normal 
child.” 

Mr Biggs will be running the do¬ 
nor run at the British Transplant 
Games in Scotland at the end of the 
month. 

The 49-year-old added: “I think 
what a lot of people do not under¬ 
stand about organ donation is that 
the final decision lies with the fam¬ 
ily and loved ones of the person who 
has died. 

“Unfortunately Luke could not do¬ 
nate any of his organs although it 
was both his and our wish to do so. 

“But we need to start thinking 
about how one person and their or¬ 
gans can actually go on to save the 
lives of so many people.”

Police keen to raise 
awareness of FGM

POLICE bosses have written to 
schools and health organisations 
to spot the signs of female genital 
mutilation. 

Thames Valley Police Assistant Chief 
Constable Jason Hogg and Police and 
Crime Commissioner Anthony Stans¬ 
feld are urging bodies which work with 
children and young people to spot the 
warning signs that a girl may be at risk 
of or has experienced FGM. 

The awareness campaign comes af¬ 
ter NHS Digital statistics revealed this 
week there were 10 newly recorded 
cases of FGM in Oxfordshire in 2016/17. 

FGM is child abuse and is a crime in 
the UK. 

Mr Stansfeld said it was ‘vital’ to raise 
awareness of FGM and the communi¬ 
ties it affects. 

He added: “All organisations which 
come into contact with children such as 
health and social care professionals and 
teachers, have a responsibility to recog¬ 
nise the signs of FGM to prevent young 
girls becoming victims.” 

FGM involves the partial or total re¬ 
moval of the external female genitalia, 
or other damage to the genital organs, 
for supposed cultural, religious or non¬ 
medical reasons. 

This practice inflicts severe physical 
and psychological damage to the child. 


While it is thought the crime predomi¬ 
nantly takes place outside the UK, it is 
believed to be vastly under-reported. 

The summer holidays are a particu¬ 
larly high risk time when girls may be 
taken out of the country for the proce¬ 
dure. 

ACC Hogg said: “FGM is a grave vio¬ 
lation of the human rights of girls and 
women. It is often a hidden crime and 
one where we need the support of the lo¬ 


cal community to help us to tackle and 
eradicate it. In the year ahead we will 
be seeking to raise awareness of hidden 
harm and the crimes that come within 
this area of work which includes FGM.” 

Signs that a girl is at risk of FGM in¬ 
clude a long holiday abroad or attend¬ 
ing a special ceremony to ‘become a 
woman’.

WAR FOR THE PLANET OF THE 
APES (12A, 140 mins) Action/ 
Sci-Fi/Adventure/Fantasy/Drama/

Monkey business becomes deadly 
serious in the third chapter of the 
rebooted sci-fi franchise. 

Matt Reeves, who directed the 
thrilling 2014 instalment Dawn Of 
The Planet Of The Apes, retains his 
position at the helm of this cataclys¬ 
mic showdown between the last 
remnants of mankind and geneti¬ 
cally enhanced primates, who have 
collectively weathered the storm of 
Simian Flu. 

So much of the picture relies on 
the latest motion-capture visual 
effects to translate performances 
of a gifted human cast into richly 
textured animal protectors and 
warriors. 

The results are jaw-dropping. 

Time and again. Reeves shoots 
pivotal scenes in close-up so we 
can see tears well in the creatures' 
eyes, or anguish ripple across their 
brows, as they face the stark pos¬ 
sibility of extermination. 

It's a glittering showcase for Andy 
Serkis' tour de force portrayal of 
the leader of the ape uprising, beg¬ 
ging tantalising questions about 
where performance ends and state- 
of-the-art trickery begins. 

Everyone has blood on their hands 
and Reeves' contemplative script, 
co-written by Mark Bomback, cor¬ 
rupts characters on both sides of 
the conflict in the name of survival. 
The only winners, when the com¬ 
puter enhanced dust settles after 
almost two-and-a-half hours, are 
audiences who have been on this 
rollercoaster since 2011 when the 
ALZ-113 virus ravaged the globe. 
Twelve years have passed since that 
outbreak and Caesar (Serkis), his 
wife Cornelia (Judy Greer) and their 
two sons Blue Eyes (Max Lloyd- 
Jones) and Cornelius (Devyn Dal¬ 
ton) are living in exile in the woods 
with the rest of the apes. 

Under the cover of darkness. 
Colonel McCullough (Woody 
Harrelson) and his sharp-shooting 
soldiers stage an assault on the ape 
stronghold and kill most of Caesar's 


family. 

The grief-stricken leader orders the 
survivors to flee in search of a new 
home while he exacts revenge on 
the Colonel. 

Maurice, Rocket and Luca defy 
Caesar's orders and join him on the 
long and arduous trek to locate 
the military in their mountainside 
stronghold. 

En route, they encounter an out¬ 
cast chimpanzee called Bad Ape 
(Steve Zahn), who escaped from 
his zoo enclosure, and an orphaned 
girl (Amiah Miller), who has been 
rendered mute by the virus. 

Maurice becomes a surrogate par¬ 
ent to the child as Caesar continues 
his quest for retribution. 

War For The Planet Of The Apes is 
a fitting conclusion to several key 
storylines, which are underscored 
by composer Michael Giacchino's 
magnificent orchestral score. 

Serkis and Harrelson face off in a se¬ 
ries of increasingly brutal set pieces 
that hammer home the senseless 
loss of life on both sides of the 
ideological divide. 

Reeves harnesses impressive techni¬ 
cal might without obscuring the 
raw emotions that course beneath 
each digitally enhanced frame.

How To Stop Time by Matt Haig is 
published in hardback by Canon- 
gate, priced 12.99 (ebook £6.74). 
Those familiar with Haig will rec¬ 
ognise the main theme of his sixth 
novel for adults as a refrain that has 
pulsed through his previous works, 
as sure and steady as the ticking 
clock. This fantasy/adventure story, 
to be made into a film starring 
Benedict Cumberbatch, centres on 
Tom Hazard, a man who is more 
than 400 years old - an "albatross" 
who ages at an incredibly slow rate 
and has sworn not to fall in love 


lustre, continuing the misadven¬ 
tures of anthropomorphised vehi¬ 
cles, who orbit championship racing 
car Lightning McQueen (voiced by 
Owen Wilson). 

Themes of self-sacrifice and 
perseverance are pumped into the 
film's fuel tank, and are reflected 
in writer-director Dave Mullins' 
heartbreaking computer-animated 
short film, Lou, which precedes the 
main feature. 

Three scriptwriters jump-start 
what appears to be a conventional 
comeback story but take us on a 
surprisingly different emotional 
journey. 

Cars 3 begins in familiar territory 
with Lightning screeching to victory 
in the Piston Cup until cocksure 
rookie Jackson Storm (Armie Ham¬ 
mer) steals his thunder. 

A high-speed collision wrecks 
Lightning's chances of retaining his 
crown and he retires to Radiator 
Springs in the company of tow 
truck Mater (Larry The Cable Guy) 
and his sweetheart Sally (Bonnie 
Hunt). 

Fond memories of mentor Doc 
Hudson (Paul Newman) compel 
Lightning to hit the comeback 
trail and he heads to the Rust-eze 
Racing Center owned by Sterling 
(Nathan Fillion), "the mud flap king 
of the eastern seaboard". 

Sterling assigns trainer Cruz Ram¬ 
irez (Cristela Alonzo) to improve 
Lightning's speed and stamina. 

With a pivotal race in Florida loom¬ 
ing on the horizon. Lightning and 
Cruz forego last minute tweaks to 
track down Doc's revered mentor, 
Smokey (Chris Cooper). 

En route, they take part in a mud- 
spattered demolition derby against 
school bus Miss Fritter (Lea DeLaria) 
and learn priceless secrets from vet¬ 
eran cars River Scott (Isiah Whitlock 
Jr) and Louise "Barnstormer" Nash 
(Margo Martindale). 

Cars 3 is the most poignant film in 
the series, striking a pleasing bal¬ 
ance between heartfelt sentiment, 
belly laughs and dazzling artistry. 
The quality of the animation is 
flawless. 

Admittedly, director Fee and his 
team don't reinvent the steering 
wheel but they do manage to tinge 
even the most colour-saturated 
scenes with aching sadness.

Call for Tasers for all frontline police

TASERS should be available to 
all police officers on the front¬ 
line in Oxfordshire, the boss of 
the force’s federation has said. 

Craig O’Leary, chairman of 
Thames Valley Police Federation, 
called on the Government to make 
a ‘financial commitment’ to fund 
training for officers to use the stun 
gun in the wake of the recent ter¬ 
rorist attacks. 

PC O’Leary said more Tasers were 
also needed to tackle the increase 
of assaults on police officers in 
the force, adding constables should 
have ‘the tools to do the job and as 
well as protect themselves and oth¬ 
ers’. 

He said: “I would like to see all 
frontline officers that wish to carry 
Tasers have access to the training. 
“We have seen an increase in as¬ 
saults upon police officers, coupled 
with the lone wolf knife attacks that 
have been emerging in London. 

“I am not saying a Taser-trained 
officer can prevent that, but at the 
very least he or she will be able to 
do better protected by a Taser than 
with their baton and spray. 

“This is about having the tools 
to do the job and as well as protect 
themselves and others.” 

A freedom of information request 
obtained by the Banbury Cake at the 
start of this year revealed the num¬ 
ber of police officers who had been 
assaulted in the county was on the 
rise. 

A total of 218 officers were as¬ 


saulted in 2015 while on duty in Ox¬ 
fordshire, compared to 176 in 2014, 
173 in 2013,142 in 2012 and 140 in 
2011. 

The federation - the body which 
represents rank-and-file officers - 
said an Ipsos MORI survey showed 
seven in 10 members of the public 
thought it was acceptable for police 
officers to carry Tasers on patrol. 


The handheld weapon, which is de¬ 
signed to temporarily incapacitate 
a suspect through the use of an elec¬ 
trical current, was fired by 24 times 
by police officers in Oxford between 
2012 and 2017 - more than anywhere 
else in the Thames Valley. 

Oxford city was also the highest 
for Taser use - including when it 
is drawn or aimed but not fired - in 


the force area over the same period. 

PC O’Leary admitted the force 
would ‘struggle’ pay for the sub¬ 
stantial training costs. 

Officers would need to undergo 
two-weeks of training to use the 
new X2 model, which is replacing 
the 13-year-old single-shot X26. 

All firearms officers in Thames 
Valley Police carry Tasers, along

with some frontline officers and 
some neighbourhood officers, but 
there are no plans to increase the 
rollout. 

Superintendent Ed McLean, head 
of tactical and specialist firearms, 
said the force ‘continually reviews 
the number of its Taser-trained of¬ 
ficers, based on ‘threat, harm and 
risk’ to ensure communities are 
kept safe from harm. 

He added: “Along with other forces 
around the country, Thames Valley 
Police is in the process of actively 
recruiting and training additional 
firearms officers.”
